Excellence in Economic Development Award — Austin Materials Marketplace

ARR received a Gold Excellence in Economic Development Award for the Austin Materials Marketplace in
the category of Sustainable & Green Development from the International Economic Development
Council (IEDC).

The Austin Materials Marketplace (AMM) is an online platform that brings together businesses, non-
profits, and entrepreneurs to turn waste into resources. The program connects businesses that have
unwanted materials with those who could reuse them through a confidential online database, a
dedicated program team’s facilitation efforts, and in-person networking events. The AMM is a
partnership between local government, national and local non-profits, and large and small businesses to
reduce waste going to landfills, increase resource efficiency, maximize local business value creation and
forge new circular local supplier relationships based on reuse.

The AMM is an initiative of the Austin Recycling Economic Development Program, a joint effort of the
City of Austin’s Economic Development Department and Austin Resource Recovery to drive new
recycling markets, to create green jobs and generate investment by supporting reuse and recycling
businesses.

The implementation of circular economy projects like the AMM throughout the U.S. would have an
enormous national economic impact. A 2014 study by the World Economic Forum and the Ellen
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MacArthur Foundation found that over S1 trillion could be generated by 2025 and 100,000 new jobs
could be created by 2019 if companies focused on creating circular supply chains that support reuse and
remanufacturing.

Recipients of IEDC’s Excellence in Economic Development Awards demonstrate to an experienced panel
of judges that they are at the forefront of the economic development profession. They are recognized as
the world’s best economic development programs and partnerships, marketing materials, and the year’s
most influential leaders. These awards honor organizations and individuals for their efforts in creating
positive change in urban, suburban, and rural communities.

National Zero Waste Leadership

As Austin is on the journey toward Zero Waste, it is very useful to network with other Zero Waste
communities, to share thoughts, program ideas, and conversations regarding funding strategies. As
such, | have been elected to the Board of the following national organizations:

January 2015: Re-elected to the Executive Committee of the Municipal Waste Management Association
of the US Conference of Mayors. In June, the US Conference of Mayors adopted a support resolution
encouraging municipalities to adopt Zero Waste.

September 2015: Re-elected to the Board of Directors of the National Recycling Coalition. In May 2015, |
participated with the NRC and the USEPA in a joint forum on Sustainable Materials Management.

September 2015: Elected to the Board of Directors to the newly formed National Stewardship Action
Council. This organization serves as a national front-line toward implementation of product stewardship
and advocating for policies and projects where producers share in the responsibility for funding and
managing problem products at end of life.

Managing and Transforming Waste Streams — A Tool for Communities

This new USEPA website features a sortable, filterable table of 100 policies and programs that local
governments can implement to shift their community’s waste stream away from disposal and towards
waste reduction and increased materials reuse, recycling, and composting.

This tool is ideal for cities and counties that are updating their solid waste management plans and wish
to consider additional measures, as well as those adopting a zero waste plan or working on sustainability
or climate action plans. By using the sorting and filtering features, planners can generate a list of
measures for consideration tailored to their communities’ priorities. The website also features over 240
examples of policies and programs implemented in communities across the country, along with relevant
online resources. Woody Raines and Natalie Betts provided feedback in the Beta test run.
